BRAZIL, lad., Dec. 13.—About 2 
o'clock yesterday morning, when 
the 
citizens of our quiet little city were in 
the midst ^of their slumbers, Judge 
Lynch convened hia supreme tribunal 
at our County Jail impaneling about 
120 jurors, who, with cold-chisels and 
slMge-hammers, cut the locks and 
doora of the jail asunder and took 
therefrom one George Scott, a saddle- 
colored negro, who committed a rape 
upon a white woman, who resides 
about five miles from the city, on last 
Friday a week ago^ and conveyed him 
to a beech tree, TOO yards away and 
hung him to a limb, where he 
was 
found dead this morning. 
The out- 
rage was committed upon the lady by 
the negro in daylight, while the hus- 
band was away from home. 
It ap- 
pears that the negro was at work on 
the farm for the man. 
After com- 
mittiijg the outrage, he took from the 
lady, whom he had almost killed with 
an BXj a gold watch and chain worth 
about $75, besides some money that 
was about the house, and left for parts 
unknown. 
The husband of the out- 
raged woman set about fo capture the 
villain, and telegraphed to the sevreral 
Sheriff's and Marshals throughout the 
State, offering $50 reward-for hin ar- 
leat. 
On 
the. 
early 
train 
yes- 
terday 
morning Mr. 
Fort, Marshal 
of Marion, Grant county, who had 
captured him, brought him and de- 
livered him to our sheriff. All day 
yesterday there was strong talk of 
lynching, but the people hoped that 
the civil law would be left to take its 
course. 
As a precaution, however, 
the jailer, after locking the prisoners 
in their cells last evening, delivered 
the keys to the sheriff, who boards 
about half a mile away from the jail, 
but this proved of no avail. 
The 
members of the court qfJled upon 
Mr. Baumunk, ex-sheriff, who is act- 
ing a« jailer, about 1 o'clocjc and de- 
n u m d ^ 
the keys, but when 
told them the keys wer^ not in his 
^^Oasessiou they promptly notified him 
to retire to his room while they did 
the . work. There were four other 
prisoners in the jail at tl^tirae, two 
charged with larceny, one 'fpr obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses and 
one for murder. Two of t ^ prisoners 
made their escape when tl^ x^lls were 
torn open—one nanflad Bdhyan 
Tip- 
ton, charged with the larc®nf of some 
whisky and money, and one 
named 
John A. Burgett, charge^ with ob- 
taining money througl^ üAi^ 
pre- 
tienaes. The'citizens toi-day are some- 
what excited over the matter. 
Most 
aU t h i n k ^ t the nesro received only 
h ü j u f t d « ^ , notwithstanding many 
of oar peo^e very muck regret that 
the civil law was not permitted to 
take its l e f ^ eoune.

Wright/ 6f DkrMßtdül and had o^ly 
been married about a y^ar. She was 
only 1Ö or iO years 9/ ag^, intelligent, 
refined and highly respected. 
When 
ber husband l^trfthf shut the door and 
sat down by kdJ «rladow to write a 
letter to her mother. As she sat there 
ehe flaw in ih^ ywd Joe Barne», 
colored hoy about IC yea« old, em- 
fvlojed by«£^iUiedy tlM»|nevio,Qf weeji; 


aiiA -she afiked him to bring her an 
a M u I o f w o o d . 
This boy had been 
induced by two negroes living near 
by—Vance Brandt and his sister, 
.Tnlia, 
18 
and 
15—to 
bang 
around 
the 
premises, 
and 
when 
Kennedy left 
the place 
to give 
signal to Vance and Julia, who kept 
themselves concealed. These two had 
lysard of Kennedy's intention to visit 
Charleston, and thinking he would 
have a good deal of money in the 
house, determined to break in and get 
it. 
When Joe turned to go for the 
wood he gave the signal, and soon met 
Vance coming into the yard. 
Vance 
aaked him where Mre. Kennedy was, 
and Wènt immediately to the window 
and attempted three times to get in, 
and e ^ h tiwie he was shoved out by 
Mrs. KÌennedy. 
Finding that he was 
determined to get in, she opened tlae. 
front door, ran through the gate when 
Vance snatched up a stick of wood 
and overtook her at the gate and 
kliocked her down. 
She implored 
mercy, and told him she would give 
him all the money in the house if he 
would spare her life. He cursed her, 
and saiii: "Ise been waitin' to kill you 
a longtime," and struck 
her 
two 
more blows. 
It is supposed her head 
was broken. 
Just 
then 
Julia 
came up with a hoe and severed the 
head. 
When Mr. Kennedy returned, 
some three hours afterward, he found 
his wife lying outside of the front 
gate, mutilated, cold and stiff. 
Her 
head was almost severed in twain. 
The entire cranium was cut off', from 
ear to ear, leaving the brains scattered 
around 'on the ground. 
A jury of 
inquest being had, returned a verdici : 
Murder in the highest degree, by 
unknown hands." 
Several colored 
persons were arrested on Monday, but 
no clue to their guilt being obtained, 
they wère 
promptly released. 
On 
Tuesday the colored boy, Joe Barnes, 
was arrested. 
He showed so much 
confusion on being questioned as to 
his whereabouts on Sunday, that only 
H few questions served to bring out 
his full confession, from which the 
above account is taken. 
Vance and 
Julia denied 
having anything ' to 
do 
with 
it, 
but 
the 
clothes 
which 
they 
wore Sunday 
were 
very bloody with small particles of 
blains upon them. 
The money and 
pistol of Kennedy, found in 
their 
possession, were bloody, and on being 
questioned about 
the blood upon 
their clothes, the woman said she had 
killed a chicken, and the man said he 
had killed some partridges. 
On ex- 
amination the bloody finger prints on 
the hoe handle corresponded precisely 
with those on the shawl worn by the 
woman on the day ot the murder, 
which circumstance had ¿s great a 
weight to convict her as the testimony 
of the boy. 
The horrible 
character 
of the murder awakened intense in- 
dignation in the neighborhood, and a 
crowd of 150 white men and fifty 
colored men assembled to punish the 
murderers. 
A jfurther examination 
established the truth of the confession 
of Barnes. 
The negroes begged the 
whites to permit them to take the 
prisoners 
and burn 
them 
alive. 
This 
was 
refused, 
but 
a 
vote 
was taken 
whether 
they 
should 
be jailed and await th? action of the 
court or be lynced. 
There were only 
twenty-three voted to await the law, 
and it^waa]deteiimned to hang them to 
a tree near the scene of the crime. 
Halters were obtained and fastened to 
a limb and the prisoners ordered to 
mount. 
Just then Joe Barnes begged 
to be allowed to pray, and commenced 
by saying that he had never prayed 
before and never expected to again. 
Nothing was said by eit>ier of the 
others except a groan and "Lord have 
meicy," from Vance. 
Handkerchiefs 
being tied over their faces, the cart 
was pushed away and the trio soon 
dangled in the air.

CINCIKNATI, Dec. 
13.—At 
5:30 
Saturday evening, a fire, among the 
most trogii in the fire history of Gin 
cinnati, was discovered in the dry 
house of John P. Gray's bucket fac- 
tory, on New and Culvert 
streets, 
near the foot of Mount Adamsi 
The 
dry house, a branch of the four story 
main building, was two stories high 
The building was saved, the dry house 
destroyed. 
Next to the dry* house 
was a four story brick owned by John 
P. Gay, and owned by the Crown 
manufactujing company, who made 
kindling wood and window ornaments- 
In it were stored large quantities of in. 
flammable 
material from three dry 
house. 
The flames quickly lay hold 
of this building, commencing on the 
ground fleor. The first in importance 
and foremoet in interest to the people 
is the loss of life in this building. 
The nearest fire company to these 
buildings was the No. 4. 
This com- 
pany was the first on the ground, and 
the first to enter the second story of 
the Crown manufacturing company's 
building. 
Their object was to fight 
the fire raging with hot fury on the 
ground floor % sending streams down 
a chute and down a stairway, in fact 
to arrest the progress to the three up- 
per stories which were yet intact. 
In 
the room were Chief Bunker, Assist- 
ant Marshal 
Schildmeyer, 
Acting 
Captain Higginson, of Four's. 
All 
of the above came out alive. Thomas 
Cooling, a son of Captain Cooling, of 
the Fours; Wm. Kelley and 
David 
Love, 
regular 
pipemen; 
Edward 
Parker, a runner of the Fours, and 
Andrew Carrett, a pipeman of the 
six's, all of whom were baought out 
dead. 


They were standing around the chute 
sending a stream down when suddenly, 
as if shot from a cannon, a burst of 
air and blinding smoke, mingled with 
flame, broke up through the chute. 
Those who got out can hardly tell how 
they got out. 
All five of the victims 
were dead when their bodies were ob- 
tained three hours later. 
There was 
no explosion at the bottom of the 
chute, as it is now known there was a 
mass of shavings together -with a mass 
of highly combustible kindling-wood 
there. 
It is the present theory that 
the flames, which had been gaining 
on the firemen in the basement, or 
cellar, and grojind floor, got a sudden 
fresh impetus, and with augmented 
energy struck this inflammable fuel 
and sprang up through the hatchway. 
The victims tried to run, as is shown 
by their positions when found. 
Four 
of the bodies were taken to an under- 
taker's near by, and one—that of An- 
drew Barrett—was taken to his grief- 
crushed family. All the dead except 
Thomas Collins were married. He was 
the youngest, being only about twen- 
ty-five years old, and was a run- 
ner. 
The 
other 
four were nearly 
the same age, being about thirty-five, 
and all leave wives and 
children. 
When the accident became kuown, as 
it did instantly, the hose of the fours 
was manned 
with 
fresh 
fireman. 
From that time on the entire energy 
of the department was devoted to sav- 
ing the second story and putting it in 
condition to bring out the bodies. 
This fight lasted nearly three hours. 
The floor was saved from falling in, 
and the bodies were taken out which 
the flames were raging hotly on all the 
floors above and " beneath this one. 
Great crowds were drawn to the scene, 
and the long hours waiting for a pos- 
sibility to bring out those bodies were 
characterized by that awful stillness 
which always atteqds deep and per- 
vadiog feeling. jS'qw j^nd then 
the 
silence was brqkeu by the voice of in- 
quiry fyom some woman, who asked 
in tones that cut to the very heart, if 
her husband, brother op son was there.

We will know 
exactly the cost of every thing before 
we go ahead, because I have been a 
few months perfecting this thing. 
The pnblic say I have failed. 
They 
forgot there are millions of dollars in 
vested in gas, and they mast not ex- 
pect one little Jerseyman to révolu 
tionize the light of world and render 
all this capital useless. The light 
produce is better and cheaper and 
there are the two qualities |that will 
kill gas. 
Besides there is no dirt from 
the light, no danger Irom escaped gas 
or combustion. 
The light is incan- 
descent-simple light produced by im- 
pact of electric particles upon carbon. 
It is a dear, steady, unfiickering blaze 
and possesses none of ^ those disagree- 
able peculiarities which the public 
have come to associate with the idea 
of electric light gained from those 
destressingly glairing balls which you 
see suspended in front of theatres and 
other buildings. 
The difficulty hith- 
erto has lain in sub-division of. the 
light, so as to bring its application 
within reach of 
money. 
A great 
many writers upon the subject have 
declared this to be impossible, but it 
is not, and I have proved it. 
The 
electric light may be finished at a cost 
of something like $300,000,000 less 
than it would have cost by the orig- 
nal method. 
I calculate that the 
city of New York can be lighted by 
my method at a cost of something 
like $2,000,000 which is a very reason 
able amount. 
My light will be per- 
fected before a great while. 
I am 
working very hard now."

DETRIQT, Dac. 8.—Late last month 
Jerry Greening, the oldest hunter of 
the region, left his cabin in the north- 
western part of Pike county, near the 
Paupack river, telling his nearest 
neighbor, Johannes 
Schmuckstein, 
who is also a famous hunter, that on 
this trip he would make "the biggest 
haul of varmint" he had ever made 
Schmuckstein expressed some anxiety, 
but Jerry laughed and set out in 
southwesterly direction toward a vast 
swamp that is a favorite haunt of the 
numerous bears that infest Pike coun- 
ty. It was Monday morning he set 
out. 
He was seldom gone more than 
two days on hia trips, and on Wednes 
day morning Schmuckstein went over 
to his cabin to see if he had returned 
He found no signs of Jerry. 
He at 
once concluded that the old man had 
met with some serious accident, and 
he informed one or two of his neigh 
bors. They set out in the direction 
taken by Jerry, but the cold and 
darkness soon drove them back, and 
they spent the night in arousing all 
the men within ten miles and in or- 
ganizing a searching party. At day 
light on Thursday morning the party 
started for the bear swamp, and after 
three or four hours of rapid marching 
came out on the vast ledge that sur- 
rounds

of Pike county. The dogs were put 
on the scent, and in a short time a 
yelp from one of the hounds announc" 
ed a trail. The hunters followed the 
dog as he plunged into the swamp. 
The intense cold had frozen the mar- 
shes so that a safe footing was afford- 
ed. At last, in the centre of the 
swamp, on a little knoll of land cover- 
ed with spruce trees, the search came 
to an end. 
Under the spruce trees 
lay four large bears, dead and frozen, 
with bloody gashes in their hides, and 
on the moss scattered around them lay 
the bloody skull, backbane, and dis- 
jointed skeleton of a man. After the 
first shock was over the hunters set to 
w )rk to examiné* the bones. 
They 
were soon satisfied that the bones of 
Jerry Greening were before them. 
A 
part of thè long gray beard he had 
worn still clung to the head, from 
which the bears or wildcats had gnaw- 
ed the ears, the nose, and most of the 
flesh. A survey of the ground showed 
that Jerry had met the bears, and that 
in fighting them he had received 
wounds that caused his death. 
One 
of the dead bears bad bitten away a 
part of Jerry's right foot, and the 
ghastly fragments were still between 
his teeth. A wound in his neck show- 
ed that his grasp of the hunter's foot 
was followed by a fatal blow from the 
hunter's knife. 


JERRY'S KOTFE 
laid on the ground by his side. Shreds 
of cloth, buttons, and Jerry's gun and 
powder flask lay near by. His silver 
tobacco box was found in the moss. 
Sadly the friends collected the bones 
of their dear friend. Tne skin was 
stripped from one of the bears, and 
in an improvised sack were put the 
remains, and with the burden the 
party started for home. 


On Sunday afternoon, at the little 
cabin occupied so many years by this 
singular old man, a strange funeral 
took place. A rude box placed on a 
rough table contained the remains. 
Over it was thrown the bear skin. 
The single room of the cabin was filled 
with the trophies of Jerry's victories. 
There were skins, fangs, rattles, and 
skeletons of 
monster 
rattlesnakes, 
skins and skulls of monster foxes, 
wildcats, fawns, panther.^^, bears and 
muskrats, aud an endless variety of 
snakes, bugs, and birds. Every cor- 
ner was piled higlî with bear skins, 
and every bit of space on the log 
walls was covered w;th some trophy. 
The men who crowded the hut were 
true Pike countians in every respect, 
stalwart and warm-hearted, and the 
tears they shed as the preacher spoke 
of the blameless purity of the dead 
man's life were tears of pure friend- 
ship. The preacher was a man named 
Merrill, over six feet in stature, with 
a large head crowned by 


SNOW-WHITE HAIR, 
and dropping a silvery beard almost 
to his knees, he seemed a patriarch. 
He had been Jerry's friend for many 
years, and always visited his cabin 
when on his lonely tours through his 
mountain parish. The service ended, 
the rude coffin was deposited in a 
grave on the summit of a hill over- 
looking a beautiful mountain land- 
scape, and now a rude slab of slate is 
the only thing that marks the resting 
piace of the famous Jerry Greening. 
On the slab is scrawled in rude let- 
ters: 


"Here lays the bones of Jerry 
Greening. He was eat by bears in the 
Big Smamp, on the 23rd day of No- 
vember, 1880. His seal is in Heaven." 


Rev. Mr. Merrill gave some points 
of his life. When Jerry was young 
his parents were ric,h and he received 
a good education in some southern In- 
stitution. 
Mr. Merrill learned from 
him that, on refusing to marry a girl 
selected by his parants, he was driven 
from home, ana took up his abode 
with some mountaineers, and in a 
year or two spent with his new-fouud 
acquaintances he acquired that pas 
sion for hunting and thpt skill that 
has made him famous. In hi^ hut are 
584 bOTrs' tails, 848 wildcat paws, 224 
fox ears and 122 rattlesnake fangs. 
He lived by the chase. In person he 
was tall, being just six feet. 
His 
weight was 220 pounds. He always 
dressed in gray cloth, and made his 
own clothes.

lIOOBT'fll SCHOOL. 


Aptness of the Indian Girl Fnpils- 


How tbe Work Is Carried. 


Òorréspondence of Tbe Sentinel. 


Q ^ e n p i e l d , 
Maas., Dec. 9.—In 
qtìiet little,village of Northfield, 
at Moody's semiuary, the subject of 
éducating the lodiaua is having a 
practical teat, which already forecaata 
an abundant and permanent success: 
Fifteen 
.young 
girls, who, when 
brought to the school, were designated 
as eqawB by the neighbors, many of 
whom believed that they would need 
to be caged, »re rapidly demonstrating 
the fallacy so long held that the In- 
dians cannot be thoroughly educated 
and make an effectual advancement 
toward civilization. These girls enter 
hfeartily into ail thB seminary inter- 
ests, daily studies, household work, 
daily prayer meetings and social en- 
tertainments. 
A number show a spe- 
cial aptitude for composition, and 
beside being superior in clnrography 
and correct in syntax, they pioduce 
some excellent 
essays, 
showing a 
depth of study and a thoroughness of 
work hardly to be expected from any 
class of students who have 
been 
under tbe instruction of 
teachers 
for 80 short a time. Thus far, at this 
institution, there has been no question 
as to caste or social distinction grow- 
ing out of class associations, and the 
consequence is that thefe bright In- 
dian girls mingle freely with the other 
pupils, and in the majority of cases 
there is no social difference, and very 
little in complexion or countenance. 
Tney are of no special care or solici- 
tude to their teachers, but are as 
amendable to rules and wishes as 
others. Most of them wiy take the 
full course of four years, and will 
ultimately return to their own nation 
and become teachers. 
Eight of them 
are taking special instruction in music 
and becoming very proficient in this 
branch of study, 
A close observer 
can see but little difference between 
these girls and the average student in 
schools. They dress tbe same; while 
in ordinary habits of life there is little 
to remind one that they were but a 
short time since the wild children of 
the plains. The general work of the 
seminary is highly satisfactory to its 
founder and teachers. 
Mifs Harriette 
VV. Tuttle is principal, and she is ably 
assisted by Miss J. È. Smith, Mi83 A. 
R. Hammond, Misa F. C. Holtou and 
Miss 
H. 
Olark. The 
institution 
has thus early grown 
to occupy 
a very favorable position in the minds 
of the people, and applications for ad- 
mission are constantly received from 
every state in the Union. 
In fact, 
buildings several times the capacity 
of the present home could at once be 
filled with eager scholars. 
While the 
school generally has excellent facili- 
ties for education, one valuable aux- 
iliary to such a seminary is still lack- 
ing, and that is a library. 
Here is an 
opportunity for some philanthropic 
christian to assist Mr. Moody in this 
his abiding work. 
Not even a nu- 
cleus has yet been formed, and it can- 
not be possible 
that 
the liberal* 
minded will forget this quiet, unas- 
suming and yet effectual working 
Christian seminary becausefperchance 
it is nested among the hills of "little 
Franklin." Though Mr. Moody is at 
the west, in his gospel work, he is in 
daily correspondence with this school, 
which is to be^his most lasting work, 
watching over and doing all that he 
can to supply its ever need. 


Nortliern Penitenllary l*olutN. 


Mictilgan City Disptch, 


Over half of the inmates are un- 
married men. 


Abqpt twenty ]^er cent, of the con- 
vacts can neither read nor write. 


Over one half of the convicts, upon 
their entrance to the prison, claim to 
be men of temperate habits. 


We have received one convict under 
15 years of age, eleven over 50 years, 
six over 60, and two over 70 years old. 


The prison records show 106 con- 
victs serving one year's sentence, 24G 
a two year's sentence, 5 a ten year's 
sentence, 4 for twenty-one years, and 
30 for life. 


We have 222 convicts in the prison 
sentenced for grand larceny, 2y for 
burglary, 38 for forgery, 82 for petit 
larceny, 9 for manslaughter, and 39 
for murder. 


Last year Marion county took the 
banner for furnishing thè greatest 
number of convicts, sending 217 ; Al- 
len county was a good second, with 
46; Lagrange county third, with 38; 
Tippecanoe fourth, with 25; Jasper 
and Lake have but one representative 
each. 


The convicts in the prison at the 
present time by birth represent twenty- 
eighs states. 
Indiana furnishes 195, 
Ohio 118, New York 64, Pennsylvania 
28, Illinois 52, Kentucky 21, while 
New Hampshire, Alabama, Delaware, 
Nebraska, and ^ u t h Oarelina finish 
with one each. In addition to the 
statet, Austria furnishes 1, JBavaria 1, 
CfliiAda 9. England 15, France 2, East 
Indies 1, Germans 13, Ireland 21, 
Prusia 10, Portland 2, Scotland 8, 
Sweden 3, and Switzerland 8.
